Also 
for your information only and for the same reasons I have won the 
battle for the Dallas and N.O. field office files. A /// crew is 
leaving Washington for Dallas soon. I will also get an inventory 
of thorn. I assume you will want this but I'll let you know when I 
have anything and you can remind me.

Sections , in addition to a largo number of Bulkys or pix and ex- 
hibits. I've forgotten the N.O. si;$;e» This is Dallas only. But it 
is formidable when you think of xeroxing costs.
